The Ptientc hills have long been re- 


markable for their geological peculiar- 
ities, as well as for the old Spanish 
tales which haunted them- but a note 
of truth has just come 
from 
there 


which is stranger than any fiction. 
These hills swing in a half circle along 
the north-northeast border of Orange 
county, ami are, at present, principally 
given over to oil operators, both the 
Puente and Olincla fields being located 
on their southern slopes. 


In the latter of these sections, some 


three years ago, the Soqucl Canyon Oil 
Company (now defunct) sunk a hole to 
a depth of some eleven hundred feet. 
The well was located directly in the 
bottom of a very narrow canyon run- 
ning some two or three miles back into 
the hills. The formation here is of a 
very hard sandstone, and the hole was 
put down over eight hundred feet be- 
fore any casing whatsoever was used. 
At that depth, however, water came in 
so freely that it was found necessary 
to put in 14-inc';) drive pipe, as stove- 
pipe casing would nave been of little 


j or no use in such a place. For the eight 
hundred feet mentioned the formation 
was as solid as if the rocks had been 
laid in mortar by human hands. Im- 
mediately following 
this, however, 


came a. stratum of heaviuy s.uid, car- 
rying an 
immense flow 
of water, 


through which the tools would not 
pass. About a month was put in try- 
ing to drill on down; then the hole 
was abandoned.

hold flies. The bulletin i.s wrttien by 
Professor L. 0. Howard, the eminent 
entomologist.

of various experiments with this gas 
anil pronounces it successful.

case he says the roaches by thousands 
came out of their hiding places in a 
vain effort 
to escape and rushed to 


racks under doors and windows, where 
they perished. Sometimes they appear- 
ed to be alive and about to run, having 
been 
arrested 
instantly 
while in 


motion.

cultivation, unless the practice has 
been otherwise, should he not only 
very deep, but thorough nnd oftener 
than usual between irrigations. Young 
trees should be aoue over nnd suckered. 
Old ours will also need to be looked 
to in the middle of the tree to see that 
no shoots run up out of tho top of the 
tree to make an unbnlenced branch. 


Trees that have been budded will 


need the closest attention; last .year's 
trees to ?ee that nothing but the buds 
are allowed to grow and this year's 
budding to treat judiciously so' that 
the tree may be enc'iuragcd to do its 
best. Where the buds are slow about 
starting, it is not best to bo too severe 
on the. young shoots that come from 
the parent stock, but the idea should 
be to coax a free flow of sap in the 
limbs that have been cut off so that 
they 
will not get 
bark-bound and 


stunted. The best period 
for young 


buds is ahead, and the aim should be 
to itet as good a growth of mature 
wood as possible before winter comes 
on. 'It will be found that if the buds 
are young and full of sap on the ap- 
proach of winter weather tney are very 
apt to be injured by a light frost tha't 
would have no effect on mature wood. 


San Jose Peach Crop 


An 
unusually flue peach 
crop is 


maturing around San Jose. The fruit 
is large and well colored and "bloom- 
ed," 
The flavor of it is unexcelled, 


due in a great measure to the leal hot 
weather during the maturing season. 
The crop is almost f u l l y matured now 
and it will require the utmost haste to 
market it successfully and with profit, 
either in the green or dried state. The 
canners are paying good prices for all 
the fruit offered, but are critical as to 
the size. 
In fact in apricots tiiey de- 


clare that they are experiencing ditti- 
culty in getting choice sixes for the 
best, quality of pack. 
An average 


estimate of the season is that it is 
fifteen davs late. 
The peach crop is 


thus far being offered to canners in 
only limited quantities and some days 
w i l l yet elapse before the f n l l offering 
will be available.

Although it is the most deadly and 
destructive of all the scale, orchard- 
ists are not greatly 
alarmed. 
The 


vedalia parasite, which ate the white 
scale almost out of existence in the 
course of a few months, is to be called 
into service 
again. 
The Board of 


Horticultural Commissioners has con- 
struct. ,-ii 
a 
breeding 
cage for the 


propagation of the little cannibals. As 
fast as a colony is developed, it is sent 
out to orchards of the county. 
So 


voracious is the appetite of the beast 
that the spread of the' pest is said to 
have been materially checked already. 


Increasing Irrigation 


.It requires a wide range of reading 


to learn all 
that is soing on now in 


many parts of even the southern and 
middle western states in 
irrigation 


work. In Louisana and Texas rice- 
growing has been greatly stimulated 
by the use of artificial irrigation, and 
a great industry is thus gradual! v bo- 
coming developed in that section 01 
the country. 
Irrigation is also em- 


ployed to a large extent by the truck 
farmers of New Jersey. 
The value of 


irrigation in the eastern states will in 
this way soon become known, but not 
only will crops be saved by irrigation 
but'vastly increased as farmers become 
familiar'with this system of supplant- 
ing the rain fall iu time of need. 


The agricultural department of the 


United States is doing u wonderful 
work for the whole country, and more 
particularly the arid and 
semi-arid 


states, in giving accurate infoimation, 
based on ample experience, as to how 
to conseive water and make it effective 
by better methods of getting it upon 
the land, and iu using it wisely in irri 
gation.

avidity; in fact, in emu instance they 
ate every growing vine on a few acres. 
Jie argued from 
this that the sweet 


potato vim- is a 
favorite 
food of the, 


gopher, and that dipping it in a solu- 
tion impreunatcd with the right amount 
of strychnine and placed in the hole 
and covered up, thu gopher with all 
his prudential 
wisdom would 
e-at it 


and die. The experiment was carefully 
tried and great 
was the 
mortality 


among the gophers; in fact, in a short 
time three,* acres were completely rid i 
of them and also another tiitct.— Times I >u;.i>
